HUMBER MEN MAKE DENIALS. 


Answers Filed in Government Suit 
Declare There Was No Conspiracy 
With Steel Corporation. 

{BY A. F. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TRENTON (N. J.) Jan. 29.—Kel- 
logg and Emery. counsel for the Min- 
nesota group of land and tron min- 
ing companies named as party de- 
fendants in the suit of the govern- 
ment for the dissolution of the United 
States Steel Corporation, filed their 
answers today to the government's al- 
lexations. There are three distinct 
answers, one by the West Mesaba 
Land Company, Limited, and seven- 
teen other land and iron mining 
companies: the second by J. H. Gru- 
ber. Individually, and the third by 
Louis W. Hill. James N. Hill, Walter 
J. Hill and Edward T. Nicholas, as 
trustee. 

The answers are a general dental, 
so far as these defendants are con- 
cerned. of the government's allega- 
tions of a plan by the steel corpora- 
tion and the other defendants to con- 
spire to restrict competition. 

Gruber and the other four ind! 
viduals are charged with being 
trustees in a lease from the West 
Mesaba Land Company. Limited, and 
other defendants, of ore land to the 
Great Western Mining Company, and 
the royalty on the ore to be paid by 
the Great Western Company, the lat- 
ter being guaranteed by the United 
States Steel Corporation. 

In his answer Gruber admits hav- 
ing been named as a trustees but 
denies having joined in the lease. 

The other four individuals admit 
being trustees and having joined in 
the lease as such but they deny that 
they were a party to the creation 
of any monopoly in tron or steel 
products or in the restriction of the 
output of ore. The West Mesaba 
Land Company and other co-defend- 
ants admit the leases but say they 
were made in good faith for the bene- 
fit of the stockholders without any 
purpose of restricting trade or cre- 
ating a monopoly. They also deny 
having at any time combined or con- 
aspired in restraint of trade.

EVERY CHARGE 
FLATLY DENIED. 


Testimony for the Accused in 
the Hazzard Trial. 


Prosecutor Says She Signals 
to the Witnesses. 


Bailiff Instructed to Keep 
Close Watch on Her. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SEATTLE*Jan. 29.—Testimony de- 
nying every arge made by the pros- 
ecution in thé trial of Mrs. Linda Bur- 
Geld Hazzard, charged with causing 
the death by starvation of Miss Claire 
Wünamson, a wealthy Englishwom- 
an, was obtained from six witnesses 
called by the defense at Port Orchard 
today. On the statement of counsel 
for both sides that the case is now 
nearing an end, Judge John B. Yakey 
announced that night sessions contem- 
plated would not be held unless prog- 
ress was retarded. 

The direct testimony for the defense 
today was largely given by Watson 
Webb and Frank Lilley. Webb's name 
was brought into the case in the 
testimony of Dorothea Williamson, 
Uster of the woman alleged to have 
been murdered, and who was also a 
patient in Mrs. Hazzard’s sanatorium. 

NURSED THE SISTERS. 

He was said to have been authorized 
to ald in nursing the Williamson sis- 
ters and it was brought out by the 
prosecution that when a protest was 
made Mrs. Hazzard replied: 

He's All right. He's only & pure- 
minded youth.” 

Webb declared on the stand that his 
calls on the Williamson sisters were 
at their request. 

Frank Lilley, a choreman about 
the sanatorium, who had been ac- 
cused by Miss Dorothea Williamson 
of having been used in the establish- 
ment to assist in giving her baths and 
other improper services, directly con- 
tradicted such charges. The witness 
repudiated an implied charge that he 
was a “cult faddist.”’ 

The charge that the defendant was 
signalling to the witness on the stand 
eaused a brief delay today. The 
charge was made by the prosecutor 
after the jury had been excused. He 
informed Judge Yakey that his 
sistants and himself had observed 
Mrs. Hazzard motioning to Miss Nel- 
lie Sherman, who nursed the William- 
aon sisters at the Hazzard sanatorium, 
and was on the stand. The bailiff 
was instructed to watch the defend-

ATER PROBLEM 
A VITAL MATTER. 


SUPERIOR JUDGE HUTTON TALKS 

TO SANTA MONICANS, 

ing Need of His City and a Logi- 
cal and Business-like Way of 
Satisfying It—He Also Favors 
Annexation. 


SANTA MONICA, Jan. 29.—Water 
is the question at issue here now, 
and whether the city is to be satisfied 
with the present private corporation 
system of supply from wells or de- 
cides to make a requisition upon Los 


as may be required to meet the in- 
creasing demands of the growing city, 
is a matter for determination by the 
people. 

Availing himself of the provision of 
the freeholder charter which provides 
for the creation of a water commis- 
sion to handle this proposition, Mayor 
Dow tonight appointed the following 


Montgomery and J. A. Morton. 

This afternoon the water question 
was the subject of discussion before 
& meeting of the Women's Club. The 
‘epeaker was George H. Hutton, Su- 
perior judge, who has made a study 
of the Owens River aqueduct as well 
as its upon this district He 
gave the public the first intimation 


of Owens River to this city. 
He showed by the engineers maps 
that the route through the mountains 


purchased a fair valuation. His 
remarks were neluded by recom- 
mending the annexation of Mon- 


lca to Los Angeles. 

That portion of his address which 
had more particular reference te the 
practicability of securing a supply of 
— aqueduct water for this city fol- 

ws: 

“The city of Los Angeles, both 
by the provisions of ite charter and 
by th@ conditions attending the 
grants by the general government of 
valuable public lands, rights of way 
and other privileges, is limited in its 
disposition of the surplus Water from 
the Owens River supply to two 
classes of customers: First, munici- 
palities; second, individual custom- 
ers. It is absolutely prohibited from 
furnishing water for resale to any 
person or corporation save munici- 
palities, 

“It has deen determined by our 
Supreme Court that irrigation dis- 
tricts are quasi-municipal corpora- 
tions, and the city consequently would 
have the right to dispose of water 
to corporations of that character, in 
view of which the Irrigation District 
Act has been modified by the Legisia- 
ture at ite last regular session and 
also at the pending especial session 
in order to facilitate the formation 
of districts for the purpose of taking 
over and administering a portion of 
the surplus waters of the Los Ange- 
les aqueduct. 

“While no particular detailed plan 
for the disposal of the surplus wa- 
ters has as yet been elaborated and 
adopted, there seems little doubt but 
that such a plan, when formulated, 
will be based on general principles 
substantially as follows: 

“In the first place l seems man- 
fest that in the selection of the ter- 
ritory to which the Owens River wa- 
ter shall be supplied, there should 
be taken into consideration the prob- 
ability that ultimately the territory 
would be brought into the jurisdiction 
of the city of Los Angeles, so far 
as its Water department te concerned, 
whether by annexation, consolida-

“It seems also apparent that it 
would be altogether impracticable 
for the city to extend its water sys- 
tem outside its limits for supplying 
the individual consumer. It will 
therefore be confined in piacing its 
surplus water to dealing with mu- 
nicipalities already established or to 
be established, or irrigation districts 
to be organized which, by the way. 
by a decision of our courts can also 
melude cities, whether incorporated 
under the general act or under spe- 
cial charters. 

“The boundaries of these districts 
of supply will naturally be governed 
by the topography of the country 
with relation to the main conduits. 
which will bring the waters from 
the San Fernando reservoir to the 
different districts. 

“Again, it seems equitable that 
each municipality or district tur- 
nished with water should pay the 
city as a bonus, a sum of money 
which would reapectively represent 
the fair proportion to be borne by 
such district or municipality of the 
initial cost of the water rights and 
the Dringing of the water to the 
San Fernando reservoir, thus rellev- 
ing to that extent the city of Los An- 
geles from its burden of $24,600,000 
indebtedness incurred for the pur- 


pose. 
also, each district or mu- 
nicl should bear or share in the 
burd@n of the expense of buillJine 
the conduit, which would bring the 
waters from the San Fernando reser- 
voir to the respective districts or mu- 
nicipalities supplied. Having thus 
placed themselves on an guitahſe 
basis, the municipalities or districts. 
wherever situated, should be charged 
bY the city a uniform fixed rato for 
the water taken by them and Jeliv- 
ered by the city into their ve 


“As an mustration of the applica- 
tion of those general principles, it 
may be interesting to call attention 
to the scheme for the construction of 
the main central conduit of supply, 
the line for which has already been 
surveyed, and details as to cost, et 
cetera, of which are now being worked 
out by the engineering department 
the Board of Public Service, and 
which is intended, if the plans of the 
department are carried out, to supply 
the Santa Monica country with water 
so far as is required. 

“This conduit will start from the 
San Fernando reservoir, being con- 
nected if necessary by a by-pass di- 
rectly with the aqueduct before it 
enters the reservoir. It will run along 
public roads (the right of way over 


‘|which for municipal water systems 


has been vested in municipalities by 
late act of the Legislature.) its 
course being a little south of east, 
turning then due south, tunneling 
through the Cahuenga range and 
passing at a convenient distance west- 
erly from the present city limits 
through the Cahuenga district; 
thence, with a branch toward Santa 
Monica, tt will continue in a general 
southerly direction h those 
lands needing a supply in the Ingle- 
wood and Redondo districts. 

“Before it enters the Cahuenga dis- 
trict it will afford a supply east and 
west of its line, including a part of 
the southern portion of the San Fer- 
nando Valley and on the other side 
running to the Pasadena line. This, 
as will be seen, ie the conddit on 
which the present city must depend 
for its supply. estimated upon its 
present needs at 2000 miner’s inches.

Until Confession, Doubly Charged With Jury-Bribing- 
Corrupting—Heavy Bail. 


WO INDICTMENTS, each charging jury-bribing and corrupting, were returned yesterday by the county 
grand jury against Clarence Darrow, chief counsel for the McNamaras until the confession of the 
dynamiters. Darrow was evidently expecting this action, for he was ready with $20,000 bail as soon 
as the inquisitors were prepared to report. He appeared before Judge Conrey in Department Ten a few 
minutes before 4 o'clock, was arrested in the courtroom, and allowed his freedom on bonds signed by 
Charles 8. Young and Mrs. LeCompte Davis, wife of one of the associate counsel for the McNamaras. 


Darrow will be arraigned in the same court Thursday morning at 10 o'clock. He declines to discuss the 


HIS END PATHETIC, 


Former Los Angeles Writer Dies in 
New York Awatking Letters That 
Never Come—Information Wanted. 
After having bequeathed to the In- 

ternational Sunshine Society several 
stories and play manuscripts, “in the 
bands of publishers,” Clark Eliott, 
writer, formerly of Los Angeles, died 
in New York a few days ago. In- 
formation of his passing was conveyed 
to The Times by the head of the so- 
clety, yesterday. 

In the estimation of Mrs. Cynthia 
Westover Alden, president-general of 
the society, Elliott died of a broken 
heart. Practically penniless, he fever- 
ishly awaited the arrival of mails from 
California, which he hoped would 
contain remittances from men who 
were indebted to him, she states in 
her message. The last day he called 
for the mall that never arrived, be- 
ing again disappointed, he said: “I be- 
lieve I am forgotten by all my 
friends.” He was found dying the 
next day in his meager apartments. 

In addition to the bequest of the 
plays, Kismet and “Her Dual Self,” 
and several stories sent to nes, 
and not yet published, Flliott willed 
a mining lease known as Middle 
Ground, in Suisun Bay, to Charles E. 
Heath of Los Angeles and A. W. 
Schroeder of Seattle. 

The only Charles B. Heath who 
can be traced here with the aid of the 
city directories is a photographer who, 
in 1908 and 1909, had a small studio 
at No. 217% South Spring street. He

HAS RAPID GROWTH. 

In a recent bulletin issued by the 
Geological Survey, space is devoted 
to the development and growth of 
the Caddo oil field of Louisiana as 
follows: 

“The first shipments, made in De- 
cember, 1906, amounted to 3358 bar- 
rels. In 1907 the district expanded 
considerably and the production was 
44.908 barrels. The year 1908 
showed still greater growth, both in 
territory and production, notwith- 
standing the “handicap caused by 
high water in May and June of that 
year. The production of oll in 1908 
was 499,837 barrels. In 1909 it was 
1,028,818 barrels and in 1910 a yield 
of 6,090,793 barrels was recorded, 
The number 
of wells completed i from 
one in 1906 to twenty-three in 1907 
fifty-eight in 1908, 121 in 1909, and 
226 in 1910. In 1910 the oll-pro- 
ducing wells numbered 124 and those 
producing gas forty-eight. The 
Geological Survey estimates the oil 
production for 1911 to have been at 
least 10,000,000 barrels. 

“The Caddo field is now not only 
a large producer of petroleum, but it 
is the greatest gas-producing region 
of the United States. Only a Small 
portion, however, of the gas has been 
used. For several years the waste 
in this fleld was enormous, but one

of fashion. Several years ago he saved 
the life of Patrolman Henderson on 
North Alameda street. Henderson had 
attempted to quiet some disturbance, 
when a number of Mexicans sur- 
rounded him, and knocked him down. 
They were in the act of doing him 
bodily violence when Castro arrived 
on the scene. He fought his way to 
the middle of the crowd, and with his 
bare fists drove the infuriated Men- 
cans back.
